Marion Brunson of Elba announced 
in a press conference Tuesday that he 
would be a candidate for probate judge 
in the Democratic primary September 7, 
1982. 

Brunson, principal of Elba 
Elementary School, said he would 
qualify the first day of qualifying, would 
work hard to win and when elected he 
would work hard and the people would 
be proud they voted for him. 

Brunson anticipated many questions 
he might be asked and gave the answers 
as he made his announcements. He 
pointed out that not all the people of 
Coffee County considered the court- 
house the most important issue facing 
the people.

Brunson explained his family had 
been in Coffee County since 1853, he 
has lived and worked in both Elba and 
Enterprise, and is the only man to be 
named Man of the Year by both Elba 
and Enterprise. 


Brunson said he didn’t have ali the 
answers but would work toward bring- 
ing the political factions together. He 
said the courthouse was an emotional 
issue with many people, but not with 
him. He said he would abide by the 
wishes of the people on the matter and 
didn’t feel it was the responsibility of 
the probate judge to decide such 
matters 
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County Lake To Get Facelift 


Commissioner John McMillan of the 
Alabama Conservation Department was 
in Elba recently to join with Senator 
Wallace Miller and Representative 
Jimmy Holley in announcing a major 
addition to the facilities at the Coffee 
County Lake, just outside the Elba city 
limits. He acknowledged the active 
interest and full cooperation of the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce in this project. 


The $150,000 project will include 24 
campsites, four pavilions of various 
sizes, two toddler play pens, two public 
bath houses and extensive landscape 
improvement. Approximately 50 
additional picnic tables and grills will be 
included in the project. 

At least one of the new pavilions will 
be located on the opposite side of the 
lake with access to it over a new access 


road, probably across a widening of the 
existing dam 


McMillan noted a sudden drop in 
federal funds for such projects, and said 
it was the tremendous cooperation of 
local governments such as Elba that has 
made it possible for them to continue 
improving recreation in Alabama. 


Council Discusses Reereation Needs 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
night with all present except Council- 
man Charles Kennett who was absent 
due to a death in his family. 

A routine report by Police Chief Dick 
Reeves led to a lively discussion on 
recreational needs of the city. Reeves 
reported he. had been receiving 
complaints of beer drinking, loud 
profanity and pot-smoking by teenagers 
in both the Big Bear parking lot and 
Northwood Plaza. He noted that only a 
small percentage of the area teenagers 


was guilty of this law-breaking, and felt. 


the entire group shouldn't be punished 
for the wrong-doing of a few. 

Reeves also acknowledged the 
limited recreational facilities for local 
teenagers and asked the council for 
direction in solving the problem. He 
also questioned if some of the problem 
youths would use anything provided for 
them. 

The council agreed with Reeves’ 
suggestion that they make an effort to 
weed out violators that cause the 
problems and make criminal charges 
against them, and not make mass 
arrests or run off all the youths. 

When councilmen expressed con- 
cern over the recreation available, 
Mayor English suggested they plan ‘on 
the recreational director attending the 
next meeting to discuss the recreation 
program. 


The long-term lease on _ the 
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American Legion building again was 
discussed. The council agreed to offer a 
compromise to the Legion of $500 a 
year, on a year-to-year basis. The 
councilmen agreed with Mayor English 
that even though they could legally hold 
the Legion to the $100 a year for the 
next ten years, both the city and the 
Legion were dedicated to serving the 
people and not getting hung up on 
legalities. Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
noted it wasn't a matter of ‘*them- 
against-us"’ because he and several 
other members of the council belonged 
to the Legion also. 

The reason for making the lease a 
year-to-year thing is the proposed 
Senior Citizens Center proposed for the 
lot at the intersection of Tucker Street 
and Taylor Mill Road. The lot is owned 
by the city and funding would be by a 
federal grant presently being applied 
for through a special program. The 
facility would include a 42 x 64 building 
With kitchen, dining facilities; office 
space and a large area for arts and 
crafts. Outside would be ample parking 
for automobiles and areas under shade 
‘rees for senior citizens to relax and 
enjoy games, 


Winzell Gray addressed the council 
and requested bleachers be returned to 
the Mulberry recreational park. He 
noted there was a very active girls 
softball team that wasn’t part of the 
Elba league, but which played host to 


‘ 
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surrounding towns, and all seating had 
been removed. The council agreed for 
Mayor English to find out what had 
happened to the bleachers which were 
there last year, and to get seating up 
there as soon as possible. 


Upon completion of the project, the 
area will be ideal for such mammoth 
affairs as the annual Jaycee Bluegrass 
festival. according to Representative 
Holley. who acknowledged that he and 
Miller had done a lot of horse trading to 
get the project funded and approved. 


Manager of the lake, Forrest Dean, 
presented records to this newspaper 
indicating that from January through 
che first of May there were 3403 people 
plus many children who had fished at 
the facility, catching over a ton of bream 
and many pounds of bass, crappie and 
catfish. He said that on Easter Sunday 
there were 20 fishermen and over 350 
picnickers at the 86-acre lake. 


The project work will actually begin 
in about three months, according to 
McMillan, and should be completed 
before next summer. 


Elba Man Arrested For 
Attempted Murder 


Goob H. Allen, age 53, is in the 
Coffee County Jail at press time 
charged with attempted murder of his 
brother, Clifton Allen, according to 
information from the local sheriff's 
office. 

Clifton Allen is in the Elba General 
Hospital recovering from surgery to 
remove shotgun pellets lodged in his 
body during the incident. 

Deputy John White explained 
Tuesday evening that the story he was 
told was that Clifton Allen Was enroute 
to plow the garden, drove over an area 
commonly used for this purpose that 
apparently crossed a corner of Goob 
Allen's one-acre Jot, and on which he 
had placed some sort of blockade to 
prevent the use of the dirt roadway. 

White said it then appeared that 
when the tractor driver ignored the 
blockade, that Goob Allen fired two 
blasts of his shotgun at his brother. 
White said Clifton Allen told him the 
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shots hit something else before striking 
him in the back, apparently bouncing 
into him. He stopped the tractor, got off 
and started walking back toward his 
brother. 

White quoted J.L. Johnson as 
saying he heard the first two shots, 
looked up and heard Goob Allen 
threaten to kill his brother if he took 
another step.. Apparently about this 
time he fired the shotgun again, striking 
the ground between the two brothers 
and again shots bounced up and struck 
Clifton Allen, this time some hitting his 
face. 

When Deputy White and other law 
enforcement officers arrived, Clifton 
Allen was at his home preparing to go to 
the hospital on private vehicle and Goob 
Allen was at his home grilling a steak. 
His wife had possession of the shotgun 
by that time. He offered no resistance 
and was taken to the county jail, where 
he remains at press time.

Health Dept. Issues Regulations 


The Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health has 
adopted new regulations 
governing on-site sewage 
disposal. These regulations 
will govern the installation of 
conventional septic tank 
systems and aerobic alter- 
nate systems within the 
state. 

There are some important 
changes in the regulations, 
most notably the require- 
ment of soil tests. These 
tests include a percolation 
test and soil boring. 

The percolation test will 
determine the ability of the 
soil to absorb effluent from 
the disposal field. Absorp- 
tion rates from this test will 


determine the total amount 
of disposal field needed to 
ensure proper function of the 
disposal system. 

The soil boring will 
ensure that the effluent from 
the disposal field will not 
infiltrate ground water. If 
ground water is within five 


‘feet of the ground surface, a 


conventional disposal! field 
cannot be used. 

These soil tests must be 
performed by an engineer, 
land surveyor or _ soil 
classifier registered in the 
State of Alabama. Soil test 
results will be submitted to 
the local health department 
for processing.

RUBY MILES

Ruby Miles was born in 
Pike County on September 7, 
1910, the daughter of Homer 
and Addie Miles. 

Ruby's family moved to 
the Basin community 
in Coffee County when Ruby 
was very young. She was 
about 19 years old when they 
moved again, this time to the 
Bluff Springs community, 
near Glenwood. 

Ruby's father was a 
farmer. He and his wife had 
eight children, one who was 
adopted. Ruby is the oldest, 
and is one of only five still 
living. Two of her brothers, 
Bufford and Frank Miles, 
live at Glenwood. One of her 
sisters, Lizzar Richardson, 
lives at Elba, and the other, 
Ruthie Helms, lives at Do- 
than. Ruby's father passed 
away January 3, 1955, and 
her mother died October 11, 
1973. 

As a result of having 
Spinal meningitis when she 
was only % few months old, 
Ruby has been crippled most 
of her life. The disease left 
her paralyzed from her waist 
down, 

Her parents kept her at 
home and took care of her as 
long as they lived. Since their 
deaths, other family mem- 
bers have cared for her, said 
her sister, Lizzar Richardson. 

Ruby entered the nursing 
home May 21, 1981. ‘‘She 


has been blessed with good 
health even though she has 
never walked a step,"’ her 
sister said. “She has never 
spent more than ten daysin a 
hospital. God is so good. We 
do give him credit for this. 

“However, age is creep- 
ing up on Ruby now, as it will 
do for all of us,’" Mrs. 
Richardson added. 

Ruby's parents tried to 
see that the family had as 
normal a life as was pos- 
sible. Her mother cooked, 
kept house, and cared for 
several children. ‘‘Some- 
times she took them to the 
cotton patch and peanut 
patch--hoeing what time she 
wasn't beating ants off the 
babies."" Mrs. Richardson 
said, 

“I remember our parents 
loading all of us in the wagon 
and riding for miles going to 
church and bush arbor re- 
vivals. We would be getting 
home way after midnight. 
But our parents would have 
us out by early dawn picking 
cotton. 

“There were so many of 
us to load and unload--] 
remember, one time one of 
the sisters was left in the 
wagon all night, and came 
walking in while my mother 
wis cooking breakfast the 
next morning. 

“But we were all happy. 
and there was so much love 
in the family. Our parents 


always had time for us 
children. I think God came 
first--children second, as far 
as our parents were con- 
cerned 

“Mama was never away 
from Ruby except when she 
had to leave Ruby to go to the 
hospital. When Mama wouid 
return home from the hospi- 
tal, neighbors could hear 
_ Ruby hollering and taking on 
because she was so glad to 


see Mama."' Mrs. Richard- 
son said 
“Our mother always 


worried about what would 
happen to Ruby if she went 
first to be with the Lord. I 
know she prayed this would 
not be the case, but the Lord 
saw differently. | remember 
one time I was praying that 
Mother would live to see 
Ruby laid to rest. A still, 
small voice seemed to tell me 
that | was only praying for 
Ruby to have a short life, sol 
never prayed like that any 
more

BETTER TOMATOES 

For those of you who 
want to improve your tomato 
growing techniques, the 
foliowing will be helpful. A 
lot of times tomatoes will 
develop a dark brown gray- 
ish watery area on the 
bottoms. This is caused by a 
shortage of calcium in the 
tomato. To prevent this, use 
about a quarter of gypsum 
(or landplaster) per 100 feet 
of row. Just sprinkle the 
landplaster on top and water 
it in or wait for a rain to take 
it in. 

In addition, don't let your 
tomatoes get drought- 
stressed, If you don’t get a 
good rain at least once a 
week, go ahead and give 
your tomatoes a _ good 
watering. 

Start now and once a 
week spray your tomatoes 
with one of the fungicides - 
Daconil, Zineb, Maneb or 
Bravo. It only takes a little 
fungicide to protect from a 
number of diseases. 


FARM THEFTS 

A local Coffee County 
man, Frank Chirico, was 
appointed recently as the 
farm-related theft investi- 
gator for a ten-county area. 
Chirico will be head- 
quartered at his home in the 
Victoria Community. He will 
be working primarily in cattle 
theft cases, but as his title 
implies, he actually will be 
working on a wide range of 
thefts. 

Chirico will be working 
for the state, but he 
emphasized that all thefts 
should be immediately 
reported to Sheriff Brice 
Paul. Chirico pointed out 
that already he has learned 
that a lot of cattle 
producers don’t know how 
many head of cattle they 
own. This makes accounting 
for them difficult. As Sheriff 
Paul has reminded farmers 
and livestock producers in 
the past -- know what you 
have and keep an eye on 
them. The sheriff also 
emphasizes checking on your 
livestock and equipment in 
such a way that a pros- 
pective thief won’t know your 
daily routine. 


WHEAT AND SOYBEANS 

Quite a few Coffee 
County farmers will be 
planting soybeans and grain 
sorghum following wheat. 
Incidentally, it appears that 
we are going to have a good 
wheat crop. We will probably 
have a record acreage 
planted this year - several 
thousand acres. Depending 
on the weather, soybeans can 
be planted soon after the 
wheat is harvested. In this 
part of the state, with 
adequate rainfall, a good 
soybean crop can be made. 
Of course, grain sorghum 
can be planted even in July 
and do weil. 

Corn acreage has prob- 
ably dropped by 25-30 per- 
cent. So there will probably 
be an increased acreage of 
grain sorghum planted, Hf 
soybean prices improve some 
and get up to $7, I would 
expect a lot of additional 


acres going into soybeans. 


LAWN CARE 

} am already having 
trouble with my lawn. It 
seems the fungus diseases 
such as brown patch and 
dollar spot are already at 
work. I've also noticed that 
quite a few other Jawns are 
infected. Most of the time, 
with good care, the lawn will 
come back and again be 
attractive. 

An expert lawn-care man 
told me recently that two 
things will help a lawn as 
much as anything else. 
First, he said keep a sharp 
mower blade, and secondly, 
he recommended that a lawn 
be cut as frequently as 
necéssary. 

I know from experience 
that cutting a lawn a week 
after it should be cut is not 
the right thing to do. 
Frequent mowings where not 
much of the material is taken 
off at any one time will 
greatly improve the appear- 
ance and condition of a lawn.

New Brockton High School 
Visited By “ Nosey Guest” 


The New Brockton High School and 
Coffee County Vocational Center had a 
special visitor on Thursday, May 20, 
and though the visitor was an invited 
guest of school officials, he was an 
unwelcome guest to some of the 
students! 

The special visitor was Uschi, a 
four-year-old German Shepard trained 
in Oak Ridge, Tenn., to sniff out both 
marijuana and explosives. This day the 
dog was given a tour of the school in an 
effort to find illegal drugs. The dog, 
valued at $5,000, and owned by the 
Houston County sheriff's Dept., makes 
trips throughout the tri-states area of 
Alabama, Georgia and Florida, primar- 
ily to assist schools in handling possible 
drug problems. It was his second trip to 
New Brockton in two years. 

**We don’t have a drug problem at 
New Brockton,”’ stated Superintendent 
of Education John Vaughan. ‘We 
simply bring the dog in as an edu- 
cational tool to let them know what can 
hapen if drugs are brought to school. 
We think the dog's special abilities act 

# as a deterrent. I want to emphasize that 
we don’t have a drug problem here, and 
it is partially because of this program. | 
think all schools should use the dog and 
use it as a means of prevention. It is not 
our intent to catch anyone. However, I 
can assure you that drugs are not 
tolerated on any of our campuses. 

If drugs are found in a car, the 
owner will be counseled, while if they 
are found on a student, the Board's 
policy is for expulsion.”’ 

‘Sheriff A. B. Clark makes the dog 
available to ali schools,’’ said Coffee 
County Sheriff Brice Paul. ‘‘And school 
officials bring the dog in to insure a 
drug problem doesn’t occur. The dog 
will go to one or two schools a week, as 
requested. We have brought the dog in 
upon Supt. Vaughan’s request the past 
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Deputy Sheriff Jim Henderson and Sheriff Brice Paul show Supt. Johnny 
Vaughan and New Brockton Police Chief Gordon Lueck pills and marijuna 
found by a drug sniffing dog last week at the New Brockton High School. 


two years. And, while last year every 
school was searched, this year only New 
Brockton was searched, due to schedul- 
ing problems.”’ 

Last week’s search began at 10:00 
a.m., and the dog searched the student 
parking lot, classrooms and places law 
enforcement officials felt drugs would 
most likely be hidden. During the 
search, the dog sniffed out one mari- 
juana joint in the men’s bathroom, one 
marijuana joint in the canteen, a bag 


containing “%-ou.ice of marijuana in the 
library, a bag containing '2-ounce of 
marijuana, cigarette papers and a 
lighter in a paint room in the voca- 
tional school, and a bag containing four 
pills (used as uppers), wrapped in a 
stretcher in another room in the yo- 
cational school. 


Supt. Vaughan reported the search 
served its purpose, and hinted it would 
be an annual occurrence in the county. 


Magwood Death Sentence Is Upheld 


An Alabama appellate court has 
upheld the death sentence of convicted 
murderer Billy Joe Magwood, and a 
date for his electrocution is expected 
to be set within a few days by Circuit 
Judge Riley Green. 

Magwood was found guilty of the 
murder of Coffee County Sheriff Neil 


Grantham on June 2, 1981, and the 
death sentence was recommended by 
both the jury and the court. The 
sentence was automatically appealed by 
state law, and the ruling on the appeal 
was announced last week. 

In announcing its ruling, the court 
stated that the Supreme Court of 


Alabama had indicated the standards 
and procedure it requires the court to 
follow in reviewing capital murder 
cases, and that the appellate court had 
scrutinized the case in light of the 
standards, and found the crime was 
properly punishable by death, and that 
the sentence was appropriate. 


Inmate Charged In Robbery 


An inmate at the Elba Work Release 
Center has been charged with third 
degree burglary in connection with the 
theft of $500 from the office of Elba 
Recreation Director Dennis Smith. 

Ronnie Baker, age 25, of Barbour 


County, was to be paroled on June 4, 
but is now in the Coffee County Jail 
awaiting transfer to a state prison. If 
convicted of the burglary charge, Baker 


- could face life in prison under the 


habitual! offender statute. 


Car Qwners Reminded To Buy Tags 


Coffee County ofticials note that 
there is an unusually large number of 
citizens who have not purchased their 
tags this month. 
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Those persons whose name begins 
with H or O are urged to purchase their 
tag in May to avoid paying late penalty. 
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Elba Police Officer Pete Daugherty, 
who investigated the crime, reported a 
warrant was served on Baker on May 
21. Baker had been employed with the 
recreation department as a laborer for 
six weeks prior to the burglary, and had 
access to the office. Everyone posses- 
sing keys to the office was questioned 
during the investigation. However, 
reports of Baker haying *‘more money 
than usual’’ made him a prime sus- 
pect. The money, all $10 and $20 bills, 
was stolen during a three-week period, 
and it was found missing by a con- 
cession stand employee. 
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Commission Sets Up 


Fund To Cover Expenses 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, May 24, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise and 
handled only routine business in a brief 
one hour meeting. 

Present at the bi-monthly meeting 

were Commission Chairman James L. 
Sawyer, Commission Clerk Brunease 
Winston, and Commmissioners Gilmer 
Grant, .Rex Boutwell, Billy Eagerton, 
Charlie Mack Martin, Eugene Bradley 
and Marvin Bowden. 
“The first order of business was the 
reading of a letter from General 
Telephone requesting the commission 
enter into an agreement with the 
company giving it permission to install 
telephone lines on county right-of-way. 
The commission agreed to enter into the 
agreement, but insisted the company 
acquire a damage bond of $3,500 in case 
of damage to the right-of-way. 

The final paperwork on a 
Community Development Block Grant 
from the state was signed. giving the 
probate judge, acting as commission 
chairman, the authority to sign all 
future documents involving the grant. If 
received, the grant will be used to pave 


roadway in three locations in the 
County. 
The State Highway Department 


announced a federal grant program to 
provide rural transportation for county 
residents, and, as in the past, the 
commission passed the fund applica- 
tion to the Human Resource and 
Development Commission for its con- 
sideration. : 

As requested at the previous meet- 
ing? cdst estimate was compiled on 
repaving Herman Driggers Drive, near 
Elba. The commission agreed the road 
is in poor condition and needs immedi- 
ate work, but after looking at the cost 
estimate, took no action and ended the 
discussion. 

A county map showing redistricting 
plans was passed around and it revealed 
that voters in the Cool Springs and Mt. 
Pleasant areas would change and be in 
District 73 for representation in the 
House of Representatives. The two 
areas would be the only in Coffee 
County not included in District 74, now 
served by Jimmy Holley, The change 
was included in the state’s original 
reapportionment plan that was rejected 
by the United States Justice Depart- 
ment. However, since no objections 
were voiced concerning the change, the 
new statewide plan will also include the 
change. The reapportionment program 
is initiated every ten years to balance 
population trends and to insure equal 
representation. 

Upon the request of the County 
Pensions and Security Board, the 
commission took no action to appoint 
two new board members to replace two 
members who recently resigned. The 
board stated it has five active mem- 
bers and sees no need to fill the 
vacancies, which are filled by the 
commission. The members who re- 
signed were Marvin L. Carroll and 
Johnie B. Maddox. 

A special fund was set up Monday to 
cover expenditures related to the con- 
struction of a new county jail in "New 
Brockton. Though expenditures are now 
few, the need to cover costs will

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increase in the future, and the new fund 
will insure prompt payment. The special 
fund will repay the General Fund for the 
expenses. Two expenses were revealed 
Monday in a bill from the archi- 
tectural firm of Pearson, Humphries, 
Jones and Associates, thus initiating 
the need of the fund. The bill included 
$2,500 for a jail population survey 
conducted by Dr.Mike Haley and $325 
in legal fees. 

In a related jail matter, the commis- 
sion voted 4-2 to employ an Enterprise 
firm to conduct a survey of land at the 
proposed jail site in New Brockton. The 
National Guard unit in New Brockton 
had originally agreed to do the survey, 
but constant delays resulted in delays 
by the architect, and it was decided the 
survey must be done as soon as 
possible. The firm of Smith Surveyors 
will do the work, and the survey will 
then be sent to the architect. Voting 
against the motion to hire a surveyor 
were Bradley and Bowden. 

Billy Devane, acting head of the 
Highway Department, was at the meet- 
ing and got approval to get bids on two 
two-ton trucks and a large bush hog, 
and to purchase two small bush hogs. 
Devane presented the specifications on 
the trucks, to be used with dump 
bodies, and the commission agreed to 
open the bids on June 14. The need for 
the bush hogs was brought up by the 
commission, which stated the grass 
along county roads needs cutting imme- 
diately. After a discussion on the 
county’s needs, it was decided to buy 
two bush hogs and put them to work 
immediately, and to seek bids on a large 
bush hog. 


Comm. Boutwell reported that the 
city of Kinston had applied for a grant to 
repave streets within the city limits, and 
to better qualify for the funds, drain- 
age work needs to be done. The 
commission, acting on Boutwell’s re- 
quest, agreed to provide machinery and 
labor to help improve drainage on the 
streets. 

In other action at Monday’s meet- 
ing, the commission: 

**refused to allow a dance instructor 
to conduct lessons in a room at the Farm 
Center; 

**set up a June meeting with Health 
Department officials, representatives of 
R&R Solid Waste and Judge Gary 
McAlily to discuss legal options in- 
volved in garbage pickup; 

**told Comm. Gilmer Grant to 
present a formal letter of resignation 
before it would accept the his resigna- 
tion from the South Central Mental 
Health Board; 

**heard Comm. Rex Boutwell in- 
vite all.county residents to call him with 
suggestions concerning management of 
the Forestry Commission before he 
attends a conference on June 10; 

**heard representatives of Engin- 
eering Service Consultants offer to 
provide professional engineering advice 
on projects involving oil lease wind- 
fall money, until a county engineer is 
hired; 

**and, by a vote of 4-3, with Sawyer 
breaking the tie, defeated a motion to 
change the starting time of commission 
meetings to 10:00 a.m. 


The next commission meeting will 
be on Monday, June 14, in Enterprise.

Holley Proposes Lower 
Out Of State Hunting Fee 


Representative Jimmy Holley 
reported Wednesday morning of this 
week that he had successfully engin- 
eered a'bill that would drop the cost of 
out-of-state hunting licenses. 

Holley noted that during the regular 
session of the Alabama Legislature a 
bill was passed raising the cost of an 
annual hunting license for out-of-state 
hunters coming into Alabama to a cost 
of $175. The bill Holley has before the 
Legislature at this time will drop that 
back to $99, still a large increase from 


the cost last hunting season. 

Florida hunters have been up in 
arms over the plan, and have been 
successful in getting the attention of 
Florida lawmakers and newspaper edi- 
torial writers who are tossing around 
the idea of increasing the license cost 
for out-of-state fishermen coming into 
Florida to an equal amount; While this 
would burt the Florida tourist trade, it 
has gotten the attention of Alabama 
Legislators, and Holley’s bill/has a good 
chance of passing.
